He pointed out 
that one block of land w as on 
the books for 6.25 cents per 
acre in 1962 which w as r e ­ 
appraised to $4,000an a c re in 
1971 and then sold for $13,000 
an acre. 
“ lf state law calls for fair

value,”

said, 
“ th a t’s what we ought to do. 
I don’t want to discourage 
industry, but we c a n ’t give 
them a tax deal. If your guys 
would attend the tax c o m ­ 
m ittee m eetings, you would 
have known what was going 
to happen this y e a r." 
Several citizens affected 
by the increase agreed that 
the appraisals w ere close to 
fair m arket value, but they 
protested that the jum p in 
taxes from one y ear to the 
next is excessive.

Spring visitors spent a 
whopping amount of money 
while traveling in Texas- 
$547 
per 
average 
tourist 
party, more than double the 
$257 they spent during 1973- 
according to

quarterly 
report just issued by the 
Texas 
Highway 
D epart­ 


ment. 
Compared to the average 
daily expenditure of $16.49 
per person during 1973, this 
year's Spring-quarter tourist 
spent $25.97 each day in 
Texas. Highway D epart­ 
ment spokesmen pointed out 
that the figures, which are 
computer tabulations for 
M arch, 
April 
and 
M ay, 
relate only to auto visitors 
from out of state. 
“ We know that inflation is 
definite factor,” said Tom H. 
Taylor, director of the High­ 
way Department’s tourism 
division, “ But inflation can 
hardly account for a daily 
expenditure increase of 57 
percent over 1973.” 
Taylor said that the in­ 
crease in the number of days 
tourists stayed in Texas- 
nearly three more days than 
the average tourist visit last 
year-and 
the 
increased 
expenditure 
are

due to the energy situation.
